CHEMISTS have been: testing the 

reactions of men and women to 
various odours. One curious 
covery is that women are more often 
insensitive to odours thanmen. Men 
like spicy odours but women don’t. 
A reason suggested is possibly that 
_ Spice reminds them of the kitchen. 
“Women are very sensitive to burnt 
odours but men aren’t. Women ‘have 
a weakness for musk, even when it 
is very strong; men dislike it. 

The percentage of people who are 
insensitive to odours is very little 
higher than that of the percentage 
who are colour-blind—one in six. 
(Men are more often colour-blind 
than women). 

An American perfume expert has 
classified. all odours into four ele- 
mentary sensations: fragrant, acid 
or sour, burnt, and caprylic. This 
lost may seem rather surprising 
when it is explained that it means 

’ goatlike. Most odours, says the 
chemist, contain ail four elements, 
und “the one or two that predomin- 
ate determine the final character of 
the odour.” 

These elements can be mixed just 
like colours, or perhaps more cor- 
rectly, like sounds. Two or more 
unpleasant scents can be combined 


to produce a pleasant “‘scent’ chord.” 


Jn the last few years commercial 
uses have been found for odours. In

Yet, as a doctor declared once, 


ERROR IN INTERPRETATION 


During the course of a conference, 
Lenin, who was in the habit of 
sending little pencilled notes to the 
comrades present, passed one on to 
Dzerjinsky.

Lenin read it, 
scribled a few illegible words, sket- 
ched a cross in the margin and re- 
turned it to Dzerjinski. 


The latter rose immediately and 
left the hall, looking neither to the 
left nor the right, as was his cus- 
tom. No one paid any attention to- 
him or to the correspondence... Thee 
conference continued. 


It was not until the next. morn- 
ing that the Communists ‘ recalled 
the incident and whispered -about it 
among themselves. For that night 
Dzerjinski had given the order to 
shoot the “fifteen hundred real 
counter-revolutionaries”; ‘he had- 
interpreted the sign of the cross, 
carelessly drawn by Lenin, as an 
order to this effect. Had Lenin in 
reality intended it as such there 
would have been no whispering 

. . But as Comrade Fotieva, 
Lenin’s secretary, explained to me: 
“It was a mistake. Comrade Lenin. 
didn’t. want them to be executed at 
all. Dzerjinski simply misunder- 
stood. Comrade Lenin often draws 
a cross on a note to indicate that 
he has read it and taken the con- 
tents into consideration.” « 

Thus, because of a simple error 
in interpretation, “about fifteen hun- 
dred men” were dispatched into the 
next world—Roman Goul in ‘Les 
Maitres. De La Tcheka,” (Les Edi~ 
tions de France).

All schools in the Colony are. to 
co-operate with the medical nuthorl- 
ties in the Campaign and illustrated 
posters are being prepared for ex- 
hibition on walls, in vehicles, and on 
ferries. 

The Director of Medical Services, 
the Hon. Dr. P. S. Selwyn-Clarke, 
pointed out yesterday that even the 
very poorest could assist in the cam- 
palgn by.curing themselves of the 
habit of indiscriminate spitting, one 
of the prime sources of the spread 
of tuberculosis. 


" BUMMARY OFFENCE 


Spitting in certain places is al- 
ready prohibited under certain bye- 
laws under the Public Health Ordin- 
ance of 1935. 


If sufficient support ts forthcoming 
an. addition to section 3 of Ordinance 
No, 40, of 1932, may be enacted, mak- 
ing it a summary offence if a per- 
son splits in a public place, except in 
a drain or a water channel or, in a 
bullding, except in a spittoon, urinal 
or Invatory. 

The object is not to extend powors 
of arrests ond to send offenders to 
prison, but to furnish legal sanction 
to enable the man-in-the-strect to 
reproach an offender, and -to serve 
os oddittonal propaganda to eliminate 
the habit.

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Can Europe Emerge From The Chaos? oa 
*olitics And Peace Plans) 


HE relations of the Franco-British 

allics, ns attested by the conclu- 
sion of o Financiat Agrecment, may 
resuit in lasting and favourable con- 
sequences—provided they do not per- 
petuate the mistake of 1018, This 
time, three years have not been 
necessary to co-ordinnte the ccono- 
mic ‘efforts of’ Grent Britnin and 
Franee. Three months of war have 
been enough; the process is being ac- 
centuated. Further, more active com- 
mittees than those of the last war are 
being created in the economic field 
nnd therewith, almost invisibly, a 
kind of Franco-British Union, 

At one time the mere fact of eritl- 
elsing the Treaty of Versailles was 
a sign of mental and political superi- 
ority. It Js true that that Treaty— 
from the technical viewpoint and even 
more from tho general angle—was 
more imperfect than its predecessor 
of o hundred years earller, tho 
Treaty of Vienna, But with the cx- 
ception of the Reparations clause, 
psychologically insensate, the defects 
of the Treaty of Versailles consisted 
in the main in the omlsslon of cer- 


tain provisions for which at that mo-  st{luted states to unite in an econo lofty and terrible reason —~ simply 


ment it would have been easy to ob- 
tain the assent of the whole world. 

Whatever has been said of this 
Treaty, itis certain, for Instance, 
that the constitution: or the re-con- 
atitution of Czechoslovakia and of 
Poland, that the union of the Croats 
and the Slovenes with the Serbs, as 
well on that of the Rumonians of 
Transylvania with their Latin 
brothers of the Danube corresponded 
to n justified historical and political 
necessity, Europe, as constituted in 
1919 wos also far more In tune than 
that of 1914 with the will, the sentl- 
ments ond the intercsts of its inhabi- 
tants—excepting the Germans. 

It would hr ve been logical at Ver- 
sailles to foresce that the newly con- 
stltuted stntes, intoxicated by thelr 
recovered freedom, would be -bound 
to commit certain mistakes; this 
should .have been made Impos- 
alblc by a formal clatse of the 
Treaty —but no one thought of It 
But what should and could have 
been formulated at Versailles was 
the obligation for the newly con-

During the final period of the 
Great War, the Allied Governments 
had ended—following no long = ond 


_somewhat hard experlence—by {n- 


atltuling several Inter-allied com- 
milttees and councils to direct and 
co-ordinate the main problems of 
the countries in question—currency, 
production, food supplics, sca trans 
port ete... . Americans,. British, 
French and Hallans, men of excep- 
ulonal technical capacity and definite- 
ly ‘sound, rendered anonymously ser- 
vices which, more than once, pre- 
pared and virtually sccured some of 
the Allied victories of the end of 
1018. It was extremely unfortunate 
that the fear of a conservative op- 
position in the American senale— 
which was already accused of Ican- 
ing too definitely towards Europe— 
led Wilson, purely and simply, to 
withdraw the American members 
from these bodies. It may be that: 
Clemenceau, Lloyd George and Or- 
lando were ‘wrong not to muintaln 
these organisations even without 
American support; but no one would 
ever hove thought of accusing these 
three of attuching any Importance to 
economic problems, it was belleved,. 
In fact, that the victory would settle 
and heal all these matters. 

At the present moment, the con- 
trary is the case, The French and 
British have accepted the war for a 


becauso they foresee -that if Hitler 
were victorious, thelr peoples would 
be reduced to slavery.. But no one, 
either in France or in England, has 
ever alluded to the economic advan- 
tages of a victory—ndvantages in 
which many Germans, romantic and 
culculnating nt the samo time, still be- 
lieve and which they disguise under 
the cloak of a vague slogan—"‘Vital 
space.” ‘: 

In America, people have become 
used to the economic misadventures 
of Europe, They have therefore been 
astonished to seo the possibilitics 
foreshadowed in the’ Franco-British 
Agreements of November and De-' 
cember 1039, provided thoy last after 
the war. They are, in fact, the basis 
of a veritable “United States of 
Europe." These words have been pro- 
nounced in America, not by a mere 
intellectual dreamer, but by ona of 
the greatest business magnates of the 
States in the last meeting of the New 
York Academy of Political Science. 

It fs well to avold pertinent de- 
finitlons. But one thing 1s certain, the 
political: and economic anarchy 
which wrecleed the first attempt at 
the moral and Iegal union of Europe 
—the Covenant of the League of Na- 
tlons—will not be abolished by a new 
trenty or by o new covenant, even if 
the. victory ia definite and final—o 
treaty forms the culminating point 
of a pyramid, not the basis. 


For the European Union of to- 
morrow, the many plans—in parti- 
cular those voiced ‘in the British 
Press—Ieave me sceptical. It {s 
laughable to see novelists and famous 
professors sending their letters » to 
the “Times,” discussing the question 
of whether or not a “new Germany” 
shall-be admitted to the Federal De- 
mocratic Union of the post-war cra. 

It I wero to be asked what I should 
prefer in respect of an appeased ond 
organised Europe, I would venture 
to say that the Franco-British Econo~ 
mle Committees should continue to 
exist with the same powers after the 
conclusion of peace. Thus, and only. 
thus, will Europe gradually emerge 
from her chaos.

{T 1's always a good idea for a 

journalist to look over his old 
notes in the Hght of later events, The 
other evening I was checking up 
notes garnered wi. the course of my

{ails of an aceldent on 3rd February, 
1038 of which General von Fritsch 
just escaped being the victimt The 
facts were told to me at Berlin in 
May of the same year by a member 
of the General's own houschold.. 


At that time I -scarcely gave the 
Incldent the ettention it deserved. 
But the curlous episode of the death 
of Gencral von Fritsch in Poland 
Ing against Warsaw, gives it a special 
interest confirm what was no more 
than a presumption. 

Werner von Fritsch, Communder-in~ 
Chief of the Relchswehr, was, as is 
well-known, the only man in Ger- 
many who dared openly to oppose 
Hitler, Although dismissed from hls 
post, he nevertheless remained under 
surveillance, his least actions and 
movements being spied upon by 
enemies who recognised the- extent 
of his influence and activity in mill- 
tary und upper-class’ circles—so 
much so that some months before the 
beginning of the present war, he ask- 
ed for a passport to enable him to 
leave Germany. It was refused. 
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.. | worrles,. But) Hitler ‘is not the man 


General von Fritsch therefore con- 
tinued to be the object of the assidu- 
ous attentions of the Gestapo. His 
lot was to be the same ns that of von 
Schleicher, another rebel against 
Hitler's dictatorship. The date of his 
departure from this life was fixed 
for the 3rd of February, 1938. 

What proof is there of this? How 
did the General ovade his execu-

Werner yon‘Fritsch had a house jn

“War Will Not End Hitlerism” 


[7 4s sometimes ‘sald that a paciist 

may serve a useful purpose in 
helping to prevent war, but that once 
war breaks’ out he should cease to 


propagate his views, because by 50 | 


doing he may help the enemy ond 
harm his own ‘country. 


Tho pacifist disagrees with this for 
two, reasons, First, -he: holds war to 
be the greatest affliction that can 
happen to mankind; and, therefore, 
if he Js unsuccessful in preventing it, 
he does all in his power to stop It. 
Secondly, although it may be truc 
that he owes a duty to his country, 
he {eels that he owes a greater duty 
to his fellow men. 


‘Having thus expressed such .de- 
finite opinions, the pacifist will be 
asked, with justification, how he pro- 
poses to deal with aggression. Would 
he refuse to take up arms to resist 
an Invasion, and was the abandon- 
ing of the Czechs, for instance, ‘a pro- 
per price to pay for peace? To both 
of -thesc questions, I, as a- pacifist, 
should give on.afirmative reply, but 
I should qualify it.

18-year-old seaman of 


the s.s. Arlington Court, which was‘sunk ‘by a 
submarine more than six weeks:ago,‘has only 
just been able to return to London’ from his 
home in the ‘Hobrides. after recovering from 
the sovere offects of exposure incurred during 
a seven-day voyage in an open boat. - 
Yesterday he received the official commendation 
of the Admiralty on the gallant hardihood and 
seamanship he displayed when he took charge 
of one of the ship’s boats, in which the other 
occupants were one fireman, one trimmer, one 


able seaman, a deck 
cook and, galley boy 


boy of 16 and the ship‘s 
~— none of them experi- 


enced in managing a boat. 


Another boat, In which were the 
enptain of the Arlington Court and 
22 men, was picked up after just un- 
der four days by a Dutch steamer, 
but Morrison's boat was Jess fortun- 
ate, 

As Morrison's boat was being 
Inunched she crashed into the sh'p's 
side and filled. 

The crew hid to bale for their Hves 
nnd as they drifted slowly to lee- 
ward he saw: the periscope of the 
submarine, which soon afterwards 
fired n second torpedo and sent the 
Arlington Court to the bottom. 

He and his companions kept the 
other lifeboat in sight until dark but 
there was no sign of it next morning. 

. TAKES LEADERSHIP 

Early that day, Friday, they sight- 
ed n ship but foiled to attract atten- 
tlon with flares, and when daylight 
came they were alone in the waste 
of heavy bucking water, thelr cloth- 
ing drenched through and constantly 
huving to bale to"keep the  bont 
afloat, . 

Under Morrison’s directions they 
stepped thelr most and set a single 
lugsail, salling before the wind, 
which blew from the west-south- 
west with gale force. 

Morrison alone knew how fo steer. 

When his fingera were numb- 
ed round the tiller and he was.

N the Five ‘Towns the following 
history In related by those who 
know it nx something side-nplitlingly 
funny—us one of the best jokes ‘that 
ever occurred in.a district devoted to 
jokea. Ard I, too, have hitherto re-, 
garded it as such. But upon my soul, 
now that I come to write it down, it 
ntrikes me on being, after all, a pretty 
grim tragedy. 

It began In the lttle house of Mrs. 
Carpole,’ up at Blenkridge, on the 
hill between Bursley and Hanbridac. 
Mrs. Carpole was the second Mra. 
Carpole, and her husband was dead. 
She tind a stepson, Horace, and a son 
of her own. Sidney, 

Horace is the hero, or the villain, 
of the history. On the day when the
